Responsive to the Official Action dated April 30, 2002, kindly enter the following 
remarks. 

REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance in view of the following remarks are respectfully 
requested. 

Claims 24-34 remain pending. 

Claims 24-26 and 28-34 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over certain claims of U.S. Patent 
RE 37,357. Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection. 

Indeed, although the Examiner has characterized the rejection as a rejection under 
the judicially created doctrine of "obviousness-type" double patenting, the three listed 
reasons for the rejection do not establish a prima facie case of obviousness. Therefore, it is 
believed and understood that the Examiner intended to characterize the rejection as a non- 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection. In this regard, it is true that the subject matter 
claimed in this application was fully disclosed in the earlier application, but that is not 
grounds for an obviousness-type double patenting rejection. Second, the patent protection
